Social club at 
risk of closing 


THE Ely Beet Sports and So¬ 
cial Club is at risk of closing 
unless more people start to 
use it. 

That’s the message from 
the club’s committee who 
are urging more residents to 
take advantage of the facili¬ 
ties in Lynn Road - and for 
more people and organisa¬ 
tions to hire the venue. 

Andy Pearson, who is a 
district councillor for Ely 
North, and who was, up un¬ 
til last week, the club’s sec¬ 
retary, said: “We desperately 
need more people to start 
using the club. 

“Financially, the club 
made its biggest loss this 
year since 1993 and the stark 
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reality is that if things keep 
going the way they are the 
club will close.” 

The club operates on a not 
for profit basis. Its main hall, 
which can be hired for pri¬ 
vate parties and functions, 
boasts a seating capacity of 
180, a fully fitted kitchen and 
a large stage. 

The club’s bar is open 
seven days a week and hosts 
a full size pool table and 
a darts board. Dominoes, 
chess, cribbage and bridge 
are also available. 

Outside, the club has a 


multi-use games area, two 
full-size tennis courts, a 
bowls green and a large car 
park. 

The club also has fishing 
rights in and around the Ely 
area, enabling members to 
have access to the facilities 
too. 

Mr Pearson said: “We’re 
doing our best to make sav¬ 
ings and promote the club as 
much as we can but we need 
people to become members, 
to hire the venue more and 
just generally support it. 
We’re a lot cheaper to hire 
than the majority of places 
in Ely.”

CHARITY 

Charity shop’s 
flytipping plea 


DIRTY underwear, dead 
plants and even soiled nap¬ 
pies are being dumped at 
a charity shop on a regular 
basis - forcing the charity 
to pay to send the items to 
landfill. 

Branching Out, the Little- 
port-based charity which 
supports local adults with 
learning disabilities, is 
pleading for people to be 
more considerate about 
what they are dropping off 
at its shop in the High Street. 

The charity says residents 
are treating the shop’s en¬ 
trance as a dumping ground 
- flytipping everything from 
broken furniture to bags of 
soil - and even dirty under¬ 
wear and nappies. 

On Monday morning, as 
is the case most weeks, so 
much rubbish had been 
piled outside the shop’s door 
over the weekend that staff 
had to climb over it just to 
get inside. 

Once inside, they then 
had to spend hours sorting 
through the donations - the 
majority of which were items 
that should have gone in the 
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bin or to the nearest tip. 

Speaking to the Ely News 
on Monday, Simon Garner, 
manager of the Branching 
Out shop, said: “It’s a tough 
one as obviously we don’t 
want to put people off do¬ 
nating items. 

“We want as many dona¬ 
tions as possible but they 
need to be items that we can 
genuinely sell to generate 
money for the charity and its 
users. 

“This has been an issue 
for some time and despite 
continually pleading for it to 
stop, it doesn’t. This morn¬ 
ing, we had to climb over a 
mountain of rubbish just to 
get inside the shop. We filled 
one wheelie bin with rubbish 
before we’d even opened. 

“We get soiled nappies, 
dirty underwear, bags of soil, 
dead plants, chairs with two 
legs - you name it, we get it 
most weeks. 

“These are all items that 
people need to be taking to 
the tip or putting out with 


their rubbish, not dumping 
at our door. 

“We have to pay for the 
rubbish to be taken away, 
which leaves the charity 
thousands of pounds out of 
pocket.” 

Mr Garner said people are 
also stealing from the char¬ 
ity by helping themselves to 
items left outside the shop. 
He said: “People are get¬ 
ting to the items before we 
are sometimes and helping 
themselves to whatever they 
fancy. They need to realise 
that it’s theft. 

“We don’t currently open 
on a Sunday but we’ve had 
a couple of volunteers come 
forward to say they’re willing 
to spend a few hours in the 
shop on a Sunday to take in 
people’s donations, so we’re 
hoping that’s going to help 
with the flytipping issue. 

“We just want people to 
think twice.”

We HAVE to 
stay in the EU 

THE question of whether the UK 
should continue or abandon its 
membership of the EU, put to all of 
us in the forthcoming referendum, is 
the most important political decision I 
have been asked in my lifetime. 

I am passionately in favour of our 
continued membership of the EU. 
However this statement requires 
explanation because, perversely, I 
find myself in agreement with many 
of the arguments put forward by the 
Brexit camp. I hate the waste and 
inefficiency of Brussels, I hate the lack 
of accountability, I hate the influence 
and power of non-elected officials 
and the fact that we are not entirely 
masters of our own destiny in the 
UK; and I am concerned about the 
sovereignty of Westminster. 

Despite all this, for the following 
reasons, I find myself overwhelmingly 
committed to our continued 
membership of the EU: 

The biggest argument is economic: 
The single EU market is the largest 
market place in the world, with 
500 million people it is nearly twice 
the size of the USA. Today, as 
members of the EU, we have free and 
unfettered access to this market. 

Central to the Brexit argument 
is that by leaving we will save 
our net contribution of some £9 
billion per year; however it is this 
contribution which secures our 'free 
and unfettered' access to the EU 
market. The negotiation of our new 
independent UK trade agreement 
with the EU will take years to agree 
and will undoubtedly cost us every 
penny of today's deal. So with Brexit 
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we will be much worse off - less 
trade, fewer jobs, less prosperity. 

My second argument is about 
regulations: moaning about 
'regulations from Brussels' has 
become a favourite British pastime; 
The Brexit campaigners promise us a 
'bonfire of regulations', a new world 
were we can set our own rules - yet 
this is fantasy too - if we wish to 
continue to treat the EU as our most 
favoured trading partner, then we 
will have to abide by their rules and 
regulations. 

Further, on regulations: I want 
less government, and instinctively I 
dislike Brussels and Westminster, but 
also Cambrigeshire County Council 
and East Cambs District Council 
in more or less equal measure - I 
think they are all guilty of waste and 
inefficiency. That said though, some 
of the most progressive and valuable 
regulations on the environment and 
health and safety, as well as financial 
regulations - which have made the 
world a better place - have been 
created in the UK prior to adoption 
in the EU and further afield. And in 
defence directly of the EU, there has 
been much important progressive 
legislation in support of the poor, 
vulnerable and unrepresented in our 
society, which has emanated from 
Brussels. 

I want to live in a country where 
we can be leaders as a result of our 
overtly outward looking, collaborative 
and generous spirit; I want us to be 
seen as innovators - both materially 
with the products and services of our 
industries, but also with the vision 
and values that we demonstrate to 
the world: those of inclusiveness, 
tolerance and compassion; I see 
none of this in Brexit. On the 
contrary I am repulsed by the 
self interest and small-minded 
natoinalism it represents, and the 
arrogance which suggests that the UK 
can assume a position in the world, 
outside the EU, where anyone will 
take us seriously. 

I am horrified by the prospect of 
the effect we have by suggesting to 
the other 27 EU nations that perhaps 
they too will be better off out. What 
an irresponsible and selfish agenda! 

Those that want Brexit are pursuing 
an ideology - a belief that the EU is 
bad and that we should get out - 
versus those of us that know that we 
have to work together to make the 
world a better place.

Did Bee Orchids 
grow naturally? 

REGARDING the story 'Protection 
for our rare orchids' (Ely News, 

April 14th): WHILE it is nice that 
the council has taken to a mowing 
programme at these sites, I do 
wonder how these orchids arrived as 
I can remember when Norfolk Road 
and Beresford Road were agricultural 
fields growing many different crops 
that were treated with chemicals. 

Those crop fields also had very little 
drainage and became very wet at 
times with the heavy clay soil. 

In my view it is hard to imagine 
that these Bee Orchids plants popped 
up and grew as nature intended 
without the help of a human planting 
initiative. 

Also some of these sites have 
been dowsed in a white powdery 
substance (which I presume now was 
a chalk/Limestone treatment), which 
also in my opinion suggests the Bee 
Orchid was introduced and ground 
maintained to populate that area. 

According to the website of the 
Wildlife Trust, Bee Orchids are not 
rare, but have a conservation status 
as common and prefer dry, chalk and 
limestone grassland. 

Also Bee Orchid can be bought on 
the internet for as little as £1.85p for 
2,000 seeds. 

But it does not mean you can dig 
them up or pick the flowers, as they 
are still legally protected under the 
Wildlife and Countryside Act as all 
wildflowers. 

I do not oppose experimental or 
some areas to be laid to wildflowers, 
but I do wonder if it is necessary to 
let the rest of the community think 
these plants miraculously appeared 
naturally without being introduced.

Devolution is 


a step closer 


EAST Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council is the first au¬ 
thority to ratify the East An¬ 
glia Devolution Agreement. 

Members voted to ratify 
the agreement at a meeting 
last Wednesday. 

The vote means that the 
council has agreed to move 
to the next stage with the 
other authorities about the 
deal, which was announced 
in the Chancellor of the Ex¬ 
chequer’s budget speech in 
March. 

Some 22 authorities and 
the New Anglia LEP for Nor¬ 
folk and Suffolk had signed 
to put the deal in front of 
their members to debate 
whether to agree or turn 
down the proposals, as well 
as the chance to go back to 
the Government with new 
proposals in the autumn. 

The agreement sets out 
the framework for the de¬ 
volution of powers and re¬ 
sources to Cambridgesh¬ 
ire, Peterborough, Norfolk 
and Suffolk - specifically of 
funding and governance. 
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Acceptance of the deal 
would bring £900 million of 
new funding to the region 
for economic growth over 
the next 30 years. 

It would also result in a 
single mayor being elected 
for Cambridgeshire, Peter¬ 
borough, Norfolk and Suf¬ 
folk, as well as an East Anglia 
Combined Authority be¬ 
ing established - proposals 
which have proved contro¬ 
versial to date. 

As previously reported, 
Ely entrepreneur Peter 
Dawe OBE says he will stand 
for the Mayor of East Anglia 
if the deal goes ahead. 

Mr Dawe, who played a 
key role in the delivery of the 
internet, including setting 
up PIPEX, says he believes 
the role needs “someone 
who can find creative solu¬ 
tions to the problems facing 
the Eastern counties”. 

A combined authority 


would also mean the trans¬ 
fer of significant resources 
and powers from Central 
Government to the region - 
such as infrastructure, hous¬ 
ing and job creation. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council wants the fol¬ 
lowing projects to be treated 
as priorities if devolution 
goes ahead - the Ely Bypass, 
Soham Railway Station and 
doubling of track, Ely North 
Junction, Newmarket Curve, 
junction A14/A142, Com¬ 
munity Land Trust (CLT) 
development and related 
infrastructure, A10 upgrade 
and improvement to cross 
country links East and West. 

Another meeting will be 
held on June 28 where the 
chief executive will update 
members on the implemen¬ 
tation of these recommen¬ 
dations.

Bishop shares 
view on EU 


EUROPEAN Union (EU) 
membership is about hu¬ 
man rights and justice, as 
well as economic considera¬ 
tions. 

That’s the message from 
the Bishop of Ely, the Rt 
Revd Stephen Conway. 

Preaching at the Norfolk 
Justice Service 2016 in King’s 
Lynn, the bishop drew on 
Biblical calls for compas¬ 
sion - and pointed to the en¬ 
shrining of access to justice 
in English law by the Planta- 
genet monarchs of the mid- 
12 th century. 

He said: “Medieval king- 
ship was judged by the ac¬ 
cess to the law of the poor 
and under-privileged. With 
characteristic energy and 
verve, Henry II developed 
Anglo-Saxon justice to bring 
the courts close to local peo¬ 
ple. 

“I would be careful to 
make a direct link between 
the Angevin Empire and 
the European Union across 
eight hundred years. 

“Nonetheless, we need to 
be rightly concerned about 
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our access to what ‘great- 
spirited’ means in relation 
to guaranteeing the direct 
human rights of every adult 
and child in this country in 
perpetuity. 

“I suspect that very few 
people have a clear view of 
the benefits or defaults of 
our leaving the European 
Union from an economic 
point of view. What we do 
need to consider carefully is 
our future relationship with 
the European Courts of Jus¬ 
tice.” 

Bishop Stephen contin¬ 
ued: “Much is said about the 
sovereignty of our nation. As 
Christians, our national in¬ 
terest is always going to be 
overturned by our dual citi¬ 
zenship within the kingdom 
of heaven, which asserts the 
rights of individuals and 
groups because we proclaim 
the irreducible value of eve¬ 
ry human being under God. 

“In America, there is a 


danger that alienated and 
dissatisfied citizens might 
adopt the belief that the 
best way to combat extrem¬ 
ism is to define yourself over 
against others, like judging 
Mexicans who cross the bor¬ 
der into the USA. 

“As Pope Francis has said, 
you have to build bridges 
and not walls to be a Chris¬ 
tian. 

“We are reminded that 
Jesus refused to be defined 
over-against anybody in 
Israel and so took all the 
violence of the world into 
himself. He took all this and 
more to the cross. 

“Candidates to be Presi¬ 
dent of America or victors 
of referendums are all to 
be judged by their commit¬ 
ment to radical access to 
justice, which always says 
more about the judge than 
about the plaintiff.”

Cops reach new heights 
in aid of Ataxia charity

POLICE officers have raised more 
than £2,000 for a charity close to 
one of their colleague’s heart by 
climbing three of the UK’s highest 
mountains. 

Eight members of the A shift 
at Ely station, which includes PC 
Mark Wootton, took on the Three 
Peaks Challenge to raise as much 
as they could for the charity, Atax¬ 
ia UK. 

Mark’s eldest son, Henry, was 
diagnosed with Friedreich’s Atax¬ 
ia, a rare degenerative genetic 
disorder, when he was nine. 

Ataxia is an umbrella term for 
a group of neurological disorders 
that affect balance, co-ordination 
and speech. 

Friedreich’s Ataxia leads to re¬ 
duced levels of frataxin, a protein 
vital for life and cell survival. It is 
a life threatening illness with no 
cure. 

When Henry was diagnosed, 
he was given a life expectancy 
of early adulthood. He is now 24 
years old. 

The challenge saw the officers 

- and PC Wootton’s wife, Felicity 

- climb the highest peaks in Scot¬ 
land, England and Wales (Ben Ne¬ 
vis at 1344m, Scafell Pike at 978m 
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and Snowdon at 1085m). 

The intrepid team completed 
the challenge on the evening of 
Wednesday, April 13, in just over 
24 hours. PC Wootton, who was 
back at work the next day, said: 
“It was an amazing experience 
and an incredible team effort, but 
crikey it was tough. 

“I don’t think any of us realised 
just how tough it was going to be 
- we ache like mad. 

“We aimed to complete the 
challenge within 24 hours but 
we got into a bit of trouble on the 
second peak. We got completely 
lost in the dark and the weather 
was terrible, which set us back a 
few hours. 

“We finished in just over 24 
hours and have raised around 
£2,500 so far, which is amazing 
and we’d like to thank everyone 
for their support.”

Fraud victims 
get money back

FRAUD victims in the Ely 
area are getting their money 
returned to them by a police 
officer or police community 
support officer (PCSO). 

Police say the local vic¬ 
tims have all been targeted 
by fraudsters in a postal 
scam, encouraging them to 
send personal information, 
such as date of births, full 
names and ‘registration fees’ 
in cash or cheques. 

The scammers ask for 
fees of £5 to be sent, and 
the victims are led to believe 
they will be entered into a 
competition for a free holi¬ 
day or a car. They are also 
asked to send bank details 
- sort codes and account 
numbers. 

In more than one case, 
the victim forgot to fill out 
the value of the cheque and 
had essentially sent a signed 
blank cheque. 

The returns have been in-

tercepted by Trading Stand¬ 
ards and last week, East 
Cambridgeshire’s crime 
reduction officer, Sue Loak¬ 
er, and local PCSO Emma 
Graves, started to visit resi¬ 
dents across the district 
to return their cheques to 
them - and talk about the 
dangers of postal fraud. 

Sue, who is based at Ely 
station, said: “The postal re¬ 
turns are entirely false com¬ 
petitions, encouraging peo¬ 


ple to respond with empty 
promises of free holidays, 
substantial cash prizes and 
even cars and houses. None 
of this is genuine. 

“The forms look very con¬ 
vincing and professional. 
They have the resident’s ad¬ 
dress printed on them - and 
for some this is enough. 

“Generally speaking the 
victims are elderly, living 
alone or have other vulner¬ 
ability issues. 

“Please be aware of this 
and take steps to forewarn 
your elderly or vulnerable 
relatives.” 

The local police are also 
supplying window stickers 
for homes telling people 
that business will not be 
transacted on the doorstep. 

A police spokesman said: 
“The advice has been re¬ 
ceived very well and aware¬ 
ness heightened.”

All breeders will be required, by law, to 
register a puppies’ microchip to themselves until 
passing the dog on to its new keeper. Failure to 
have your dog microchipped, or if the microchip 
isn’t registered with a 
recognised database, 
could mean a fine of 
£500 if the dog is not 
microchipped and 
registered within a 21 
day notice period.

fits the chip, which is 
the size of a grain of rice, under the skin and this 
covers your pet for life.

Babesiosis in Dogs... 

should I be worried? 

Babesiosis is a disease transmitted to dogs from 
ticks. Although common in both Europe and the 
USA it is relatively rare in the UK. Three cases have 
been reported recently in Essex affecting dogs that 
had not travelled outside the UK. While we should 
be aware that the disease is present in the UK there 
is no need to panic. 

Affected dogs become anaemic (low number of red 
blood cells) and may appear pale in the gum and 
lethargic. There are many other causes of anaemia 
in dogs that are far more common, but all require 
veterinary attention so if you are worried please bring 
your dog in for a veterinary examination. 

Here in Cambridgeshire/The Fens we see relatively few 
ticks compared to the rest of the country. Usually we 
see most ticks from May-August, 

1) Avoid walks where you know there are a high 
number of ticks; 

2) Remove ticks. Our vet nurses can do this for 
you for no charge. 

3) Kill the ticks if they bite your dog. We have two 
tablets available at Johnson and Scott which will kill 
ticks rapidly after they bite. 

4) Repel ticks. J&S Vets have an effective tick collar 
which lasts up to 8months. 

The vet nurses offer a free parasite check where they 
can check your dog for fleas, as well as ticks.

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The art of collecting plants 



T HERE'S an air of antiquity to the gardens at 
Netherhall Manor. 

Round the corner of the 1830s house - 
believed to be the third incarnation of Soham's 
Manor, after fires razed its forerunners to the 
ground - and you're met with colonnades of 
lichen-blotched stone and a minstrels' gallery of 
sun-bleached lead statuary. 

Both give the impression of reclamation from 
sites of special architectural interest. In fact, the 
Classical 'stone' is cast concrete; the Rococo

statues recent copies. 

Yet that air of antiquity is far from misplaced. 
There are genuine historical gems in this garden - 
but to find them, you must dig a little deeper. 

Netherhall is home to plantsman Timothy Clark 
and his painstakingly curated collection of rare 
and endangered varieties. Compiled over some 
six decades, it spans Tudor primroses (such as 
the sweet double-bloomed 'hose in hose', 
named after a style of gentleman's stocking) 
and Victorian pelargoniums (most hailing from 
a single country estate greenhouse, they include 
such rarities as scarlet-flowered 'Dolly Varden'). 

"I do hate it when people get pretentious 
about their gardens," says Timothy. "This garden 
is simply a backdrop to the plants. I've spent 
the last 60 years of my life saving plants that, at 
the time, nobody else was interested in, and 
preserving them for posterity. At this late 
stage of the game - I'm 81 - I'd like to 
think the plants will have a life beyond 
my own." 

Set in deep borders in soldier- 
neat ranks, each row meticulously 
labelled, the plants are clearly the 
paint; the fixtures and fittings 
of the walled garden merely 
canvas. "The planting scheme 
loosely follows the Queen 
Anne style; I realised many 
of the plants I was taking on 
dated from the 1700s, so it 
seemed fitting." 

Every specimen has its own 
story to tell. The hellebores - 
with their party-skirt petals 
ranging from snow-white 
to almost-black - are the 
garden's current showgirls. 
Most have been inherited 
from acclaimed breeders; 
left to Timothy for safe¬ 
keeping. Several are 
the handiwork of the 
famed Helen Ballard, 
who was still striving 
to create a true blue 
bloom when she 
died. Among her 
loveliest is the inky- 
petalled 'Phillip'; a 
notably vigorous 
variety, she 
named it after 
her husband: 
said 

he was the 


toughest man she knew." 

Eric Smith - another name which will be 
familiar to hellebore fans - bred 'Pluto', 'Taurus' 
and the sunny 'Sirius', which Timothy declares 
"still the best yellow you'll find". 

Giving the guided tour of the garden, 
black labrador Willow at his side (unless she's 
ambling into a border to sniff the rain-sodden 
soil, returning with paws heavy with sods), 
Timothy says his fascination with plants has 
been lifelong, dating back to earliest childhood. 
His grandmother, a herbalist who swore by her 
ancient edition of Culpeper' s, kept a glorious 
garden. Timothy has memories, as a very small 
boy, of being mesmerised by butterflies flitting 
between her jewel-hued tulips. 

Tulips continue to mesmerise Timothy today: 
another of his collections celebrates florists' tulips 
(nothing to do with flower arranging, a 'florist' 
was the given name for a gentleman who grew 
blooms for the entertainment of others). Known 
for their elaborately 'flamed' and 'feathered' 
petals - the colour streaking is the happy side- 
effect of a bulb virus - the tulips' popularity 
peaked, then troughed, in the early 19th century. 

A tulip called 'Picotee' was among the many 
plants left to Timothy by his grandmother. 

His success in nurturing this aged cultivar so 
impressed the chairman of Wakefield and North 
of England Tulip Society, the country's only 
remaining tulip group, he dispatched a collection 
of 30 more to Netherhall. 

Thanks to Timothy and his fellow Tulip Society 
members, these glorious flowers - like the 
blackcurrant-rippled 'Columbine' (1920) and 
pink-and-white-striped 'Juliet' (c 1845) - are now 
edging their way out of the shadows. 

Soham born and bred, Timothy bought the 
Manor in 1960. "It was scheduled for demolition; 
at that stage, houses far grander than this were 
being lost at an incredible rate - one every fifth 
day." Though it was an enormous renovation 
project, which had to be completed piecemeal 
and to a snug budget, Timothy (always glad, 
it seems, to come to the rescue) says it was a 
privilege to be able to preserve both house and 
grounds. 

Timothy's budding boyhood interest in 
horticulture blossomed at school, where Roy 
Genders - the county cricketer-turned-gardener, 
who went on to write more than 90 books on 
the subject-taught him Latin. In different times, 
he may have pursued a career in gardening; 
instead, Timothy joined the erstwhile family flour 
business, Clark & Butcher: "I had a living to earn." 
With a towering water mill on Soham Lode, 
the company specialised in biscuit flour, with 
McVitie's among its biggest clients. 

But, in his leisure time, Timothy's passion for 
plants grew apace. It was through Roy he came 
into contact with the "three amazing old ladies" 
who passed him the baton of plant preservation: 
Margery Fish, Mary McMurtrie and Gladys

Widely considered the mother of 
contemporary cottage gardening, Margery 
was born in Hackney, schooled in Saffron 
Walden and went on to serve as secretary to six 
successive editors of the Daily Mail - the last of 
which, widower Walter Fish, she married. It was 
the garden of their marital home, East Lambrook 
in Somerset, which fired Margery's green thumb 
and became her masterwork. 

With a fondness for wildness and informality, 
she took the planting style popularised on a grand 
scale at Hidcote and Sissinghurst and reworked it 
in a domestic setting. 

Without finance for legions of gardeners, 
Margery planted with low-maintenance and year- 
round colour in mind. Coming to public attention 
post-war, her gardening ethos - frugal yet joy- 
filled - was very much of the moment. 

Scottish botanical artist Mary McMurtrie was 
her friend, correspondent and kindred gardening 
spirit. Prodigiously prolific, Mary completed the 
illustrations for her final book, Old Cottage Pinks, 
just days before her death, aged 101, in 2003. 

She, Margery and Gladys - also a renowned 
illustrator - were part of a small but doughty 
band of enthusiasts keen to cultivate the famously 
flighty double primrose. Pointing out a solitary 
specimen in the far corner of his garden, the 
flowers little ruffs of palest lemon, Timothy says 
seeing it bloom on the still-grey days of early 
spring is "a singular pleasure". 

Roy Genders put Timothy in contact with the 
triumvirate when he struggled to get the doubles 
to thrive in his drought-blighted garden; so a 
pen-pal friendship group was born. Timothy 

- who's since written books about both Mary 
and Margery - credits "these quietly remarkable 
ladies" with rescuing umpteen plants from the 
grounds of condemned country estates, and with 
showing him the way. 

A dinky but distinctive snowdrop, growing 
alone beneath a tree, is, Timothy explains, 
'Netherhall Yellow'; the Manor's own galanthus. 
Soham, he continues, plays a 
starring role in snowdrop lore: 

"Galanthomania started here - it 
all began with a giant type that 
grew wild . . ."A member of 
the Mathias family visited 
the town in wartime and 
left, Timothy believes, with 
some bulbs; by 1951, the 
Mathias-run Giant Snowdrop 
Company had become the 
toast of the horticultural town 

- thanks to 'S Arnott' which, 
with its honey-scented, pearl-drop 
flowers, reaches an impressive 1ft in 
height. 

The out-size snowdrops shouldn't, cautions 
Timothy, be confused with the similar yet 
definitely different snowflakes - of which he 
has drifts, currently flowering in unison with old 
daffodils and hyacinths. Many of the hyacinths 
are direct descendants from some mixed bulb 
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sacks Timothy acquired while working, in his 
flour trading days, on King's Lynn market. The 
unassuming sacks revealed untold varietal 
treasures, many of which have since joined Alan 
Shipp's National Collection in Waterbeach. 

Growing entirely organically, Timothy produces 
everything from main-crop potatoes to antique 
herbs. The potato beds play a crucial part in the 
tulips' life-cycle: "Once the potatoes are lifted, I 
top-dress with green manure that's dug in during 
the first week of October, ready for the tulips to 
be planted the day after the Lord Mayor's Show." 
Growing top-notch tulips is an exacting business: 
the bulbs must, for example, be lifted precisely 
six weeks after petals drop. 

Though Timothy takes plant preservation 
seriously, there is an irreverence to his garden; 
not least in the faux stonework and statuary. 

"The plants I've collected are, for the most part, 
quite small and humble; I knew the garden itself 
needed to set the plants off. 

"I actually cast the concrete pillars and 
wotnot myself," laughs Timothy, who dubs the 
folly of arches in front of the greenhouse "our 
Brandenburg Gate". "I couldn't do it now, of 
course, but it had the desired effect." 

One of the loveliest spots in the garden 
is the small but perfectly formed fountain 
courtyard. At the entrance, a slightly straggly 
patch of pulmonaria - the lowly lungwort - is, 
adds Timothy, "perhaps surprisingly, the most 
precious plant in the garden". Another inherited 
specimen, this time it was the gift of garden writer 
Tony Venison - who was, in turn, given it by the 
Queen Mother. 

"He was tasked with writing up her garden at 
Sandringham. She had a very good eye for plants. 
When he finished, she asked him to choose a 
plant as a thank you - and that's what he chose. 
When I was asked to clear his garden, I brought 
it here. I know it doesn't look much - especially 
after all the rain - but I am attached to it." 

The house and garden will pass in due course 
to Timothy's children and grandchildren; his 
hope is that fellow plant conservationists will 
help keep his collections alive and thriving, 
■therhall - v 
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which also opens via 
Invitation to View and by appointment 
in partnership with the RHS - has 
been opening through the National 
Gardens Scheme for 25 years. "It 
started because I and one of the 
gardeners I had at the time had 
both lost our wives to cancer. The 
only charity that helped us was Marie 
Curie - and the NGS raises money for 
Marie Curie." 

The garden has opened to the public ever 
since, and has been known to attract upwards 
of 400 visitors in a single afternoon. "I would 
say that if you want to see an honest garden, a 
garden that's not pretending to be something it's 
not, Netherhall is a good place to come." 

Home to a unique collection of plants - and 
the unique man who collected them - Netherhall 
is more than that: it's a piece of living history.

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S INCE mid-March the price 
of wholesale diesel has 
averaged 4 pence per litre 
less than petrol and yet over 
the same period the retail price 
between the two fuels has 
remained the same. 

In fact, a survey has shown 
that thousands of garages are 
selling diesel at more than the 
price of petrol despite diesel's 
persistent lower wholesale price. 

For instance, a survey of 
pump prices in Kent last week 
(see table, right) at a selection 
of petrol stations showed their 
wholesale prices profit margins 
range from 4-6p for petrol and 
10-12p for diesel. 

Quentin Willson, FairFuelUK 
campaigner, TV motoring 
journalist and broadcaster said: 
"We're constantly stunned at 
the arrogance and indifference 
of the road fuel industry and the 
way they treat their end users 
with such contempt. Despite 
plaintive cries of only having a 
few pence profit per litre, the 
industry has over the last year 
been enjoying margins of 10p to 
12p a litre on diesel. 

"While FairFuelUK battles 
with the Treasury to keep 
fuel duty rises frozen, both 
independent and franchise fuel 
retailers operate a silent cartel to 
keep prices as high as they can. 

"Only Asda operates a 
transparent pricing mechanism 
but their force alone isn't 
enough to stabilise the market. 


We all see the market working 
for the operator and against the 
consumer but politicians seem 
indifferent because the market 
is so opaque. 

"The very fact that this is now 
a sector known for its profit 
margins and strong cash flow is 
proof positive that there's a lot 
of money being made by fuel 
retailers, despite their cries of 
poverty. 

"Many investors are 
comparing petrol retailing to 
the cash generation of utility 
companies but without the 
onerous levels of regulation. We 
think that the extra cost to the 
UK economy from opportunistic 
fuel retailing is so significant 
that it warrants an independent 
investigation. 

"Two years ago we pushed 
for an OFT investigation into the 
road fuels market (got one) but 
were told by the government 
that the market was functioning 
normally. Insiders told us the 
OFT had no real appetite for a 
root and branch investigation 
and were aggressively lobbied 
by the oil majors. 

"We held our own APPG 
fuel Enquiry in the Commons 
in December 2015 but industry 
attendees actually told us 
that they believed consumers 
liked driving round looking 
for cheaper fuel and that the 
concept of 'rocket and feather' 
was a figment of consumer's 
imaginations. 


"We have this on tape." 

Howard Cox, founder of the 
FairFuelUK Campaign said: 
"Wholesale petrol has been 5p 
higher than diesel for weeks 
and yet pump prices remain the 
same for both fuels. 

"It's clear following the 
Budget's continuing freeze in 
duty due largely to our hard 
scrapped campaigning, those 
in the fuel supply chain are 
now returning to type. To 
unscrupulously fleece motorists, 
particularly those that fill up 
with diesel! 

"Retailers are not passing on 
the benefits of lower oil prices 
revealed in current wholesale 
levels and in some cases are 
now taking a huge 12p per litre 
in margins. 

"That's £5 profit from an 
average motorist each time they 
fill up. FairFuelUK supporters 
are already livid they are paying 
the highest fuel tax in the EU 
but this persistent profiteering 
by retailers, and their 
manipulative rocket and feather 
pricing tactics is making UK 
drivers even more incandescent 
with rage. 

"The impenetrable world of 
unfair fuel pricing at the pumps 
needs impartial policing now 
through an 'OfPump' styled 
process, to stop the on-going 
cash cow abuse of hard working 
drivers who have absolutely 
no choice but to pay these 
unnecessarily high fuel prices."

R ECENTLY under the cover 
of night, a Ford Fusion 
Hybrid autonomous 
research vehicle with no 
headlights on navigated along 
desert roads, performing a task 
that would be perilous for a 
human driver. 

Driving in total darkness at 
Ford's Arizona Proving Ground 
in the US, marks the next step 
on the company's journey to 
delivering fully autonomous 
vehicles to customers around 
the globe. It's an important 
development, demonstrating 
that even without cameras, 
which rely on light, Ford's 
LiDAR - working with the 
car's virtual driver software 
- is robust enough to steer 
flawlessly on winding roads. 
While it's ideal to have all 
three modes of sensors - radar, 
cameras and LiDAR - the latter 
can function independently on 
roads without street lighting. 

In the US, National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration 


data has found the passenger 
vehicle occupant fatality rate 
during hours of darkness to be 
around three times higher than 
the daytime rate. 

"Thanks to LiDAR, the test 
cars aren't reliant on the sun 
shining, nor cameras detecting 
painted white lines on the 
asphalt," said Jim McBride, 

Ford technical leader for 
autonomous vehicles. "In fact, 
LiDAR allows autonomous cars 
to drive just as well in the dark 
as they do in daytime." 

To navigate in the dark, 

Ford self-driving cars use 
high-resolution 3D maps- 
complete with information 
about the road, road markings, 
geography, topography and 
landmarks like signs, buildings 
and trees. The vehicle uses 
LiDAR pulses to pinpoint 
itself on the map in real time. 
Additional data from the 
radar system is combined 
with LiDAR to complete the 
full sensing capability of the 


autonomous vehicle. 

For the desert test, Ford 
engineers, sporting night- 
vision goggles, monitored 
the Fusion from inside and 
outside the vehicle. Night 
vision allowed them to see 
the LiDAR functioning in 
the form of a grid of infrared 
laser beams projected around 
the vehicle as it drove past. 
LiDAR sensors shoot out 2.8 
million laser pulses a second to 
precisely scan the surrounding 
environment. 

"Inside the car, I could 
feel it moving, but when I 
looked out the window, I only 
saw darkness," said Wayne 
Williams, a Ford research 
scientist and engineer. "As I 
rode in the back seat, I was 
following the car's progression 
in real time using computer 
monitoring. Sure enough, it 
stayed precisely on track along 
those winding roads." 

This year, Ford will triple its 
autonomous vehicle test fleet.
